_ AMERICANS ACCUSED 
OF AIDING BOLSHEVIKI 


Alleged That Cossacks 
Have Committed Many 
Outrages and Have Been 
Supported by the Japa- 
nese—Situation Is Men- 
acing. 


Viadivostok, March 19.—Never 
since the landing here of troops in 
August has there been such wide- 
spread criticism of the United States. 
The newspapers are full of tirades 
and ingenious distortions of facts 
calculated to sow discord among 
Americans, Russians and America’s 
allies. It is an unquestioned fact 
that there is a systematic campaign. 
Some newspapers of Siberia, it ap- 
pears, have been subsidized and are 
distinctly hostile to the United 
States. 

The Russians, never overconfident 
regarding the intentions of the 
Americans, have been ready listen- 
ers and the legitimate Russian 
press reprints and editorializes on 
the fabrications that have been put 
in eirculation. 

Beginning with the disappoint- 
ment over the passiveness of Amer- 
ica's intervention, the sentiment de- 
veloped mistrust and an outspoken 
hostility, in many quarters to the 
Princes Islands proposal for a con- 
ference of all Russian factions with 
the allies justly or otherwise cred- 
ited to President Wilson. 
Americans Called Pro-Bolsheviki. 

Americans were instantly dubbed 
friends of the Bolsheviki, and the 
idea was quickly utilized by an un- 
friendly press and accepted in the 
political circles o@the Russians gen- 
erally. There is no effective means 
here of combating this propoganda, 
and the result is that the United 
States has faw champions in any 
class or party. 

Reassuranc by Major General 
William 5S. raves, the military 
commander here, regarding Ameri- 
ca’s non-partisanship, were offset 
in the Russian mind, which is little 
concerned in the final shades of in- 
terference and non-interference, by 
definite charges of pro-Bolshevism 
here and abroad, arising from the 
refusals of the Americans to co- 


operate with its military against 
the alleged Bolsheviki in the Amur 
The giving of asylum to 
the Cossacks in revolt recently was 
construed in a similar way. This 
incident, however, was the only one 
of a maligning character tu draw 
fire. Colonel enry D. Styer, who 
has been active for the Americans 
in the Cossack controversy, wrote 
to the newspapers an explanation of 
the affair in which he fully outlined 
General Graves’ stand.

RAILROAD WORK | essest, so: Resienasion

TOBE SUSPENDED 


Sweeping Order Is Issued. 
Lack of Money Forces 
Suspension of Improve- 
ment Work Involving 
Millions. 


Washington, March 19.—Instruc- 
tions issued today by the railroad 
administration will result in the 
temporary suspension or postpone- 
ment of millions of dollars of rail- 
road improvement work, because of 
the financial predicament caused by 
failure of congress to pass appro- 
priations of the administration’s re- 
volving fund. The suspension of 
work applies to many new stations, 
under erection or planned, spur 
tracks, roadbed improvement, ele- 
vated tracks and construction of 
bridges and buildings. 

Railroad administration officials 
said comparatively few men would 
be thrown out of work as a result 
of the orders, but admitted that the 
railroad improvement program, 
planned for this year partly as a 
means of employing large numbers 
of laborers during the readjustment 
period, probably would not be car- 
ried out. The program called for 
the expenditure of more than a half 
billion dollars for additions and bet- 
terments alone. 

What Orders Specify. 

The orders sent to regional diréc- 
tors to be forwarded by them to 
federal managers specified that if 
corporate officers of railroad tcom- 
panies withdrew or withhold ap- 
proval of any improvement project 
for financial reasons or: otherwise, 
the proposals are to be sent to the 
railroad administration for further 
review. Railroad officers. here to- 
day said that approval had been or 
would be withheld for hundregs of 
improvement projects because of the 
uncertainty of the present financial 
situation. 

In cases where thi8 approval is 
not given procedure is to be as fol- 
lows: 

“Work not started shall not be 
commenced without further ap- 
proval by the division of capital ex- 
penditures.. As to projects already 
started and actually under way, 
please see that no further work is 
done except when necessary to in- 
sure safety; where the project is so 
far completed that to stop work 
would be more expensive than to 
continue it; and where a job is 
covered by bona fide contract and 
stopping the work would seriously 
demoralize conditions, especially as 
to working forces.” 

Applies to All Projects. 

In cases where the federal man- 
ager of the railroad and the region- 
al director believe work should be 
done, either as to new work or as 
to continuing work now in progress, 
even though the railroad company 


does not approve, the railroad ad- 
ministration will require a full re- 
port to its division of capital ex-

Jefferson City, Mo., March 19.— 
James A. Reed, United States sena- 
tor from Missouri, was called upon 
to resign his seat in the senate in 
resolutions adopted here late today 
by a conference of fifty of the sixty- 
seven democratic members of the 
house of representatives. The ac- 
tion was taken, conference leaders 
announced, as a result of Senator 
Reed's address to the legislature 
yesterday in which he attacked the 
proposed league of nations. 

, Text of Resolution. 

The text of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved by the democrats of 
the house of representatives in con- 
ference that we do hereby denounce 
the distinguished senator as not 
entitled to claim any title or stand- 
ing as a democrat in the democratic 
party from Missouri and suggest 
to him that if he is so confirmed 
in his opinions that the democracy 
of Missouri as well as the people 
thereof are not advised and have 
no convictions upon the subject of 
the league of nations, and are not 
in harmony with the leadership of 
President Wilson, that he _ resign 
his position as senator and again 
submit himself as a candidate for 
the high position which he now oc- 
cupies to the entire dissatisfaction 
of the party which nominated and 
elected him, and again submit him- 
self as a candidate to fill the re 
cancy which would be occasione 
by hid resignation, and be it further 

“Resolved that we deplore the 
fact that Missouri should have had 
in the senate of the United States 
a member théreof who has so con- 
ststently and persistently for the 
last two years. prompted, as we be- 
lieve, by feelings of personal hate 
and jealousy, attempted to thwart 
and defeat the purposes of Presi- 
dent Wilson, not only in matters 
of peace, but in matters of war, 
when individual opinion and indi- 
vidual pride should have been sur- 
rendered to the express wilk of the 
majority so that unity could have 
prevailed, and be. it further 

“Resolved, thaf we again express 
our confidence in the courage, pa- 
triotism and wisdom of our: presi- 
dent, Woodrow Wilson, and ¢xpress 
the intention of following him in 
the settlement and adjustment of 
all questions growing out of the 
recent war, until we are convinced 
by the judgment of fairer-minded 
men, prompted by higher motives 
and cleaner purpose than the Hon- 
orable James A. Reed, that the 
president of the United States is 
wrong and that his policy should 
no longer be pursued, and that he 
should no longer be followed.

Lord Robert Cecil Says It 
Is Not Necessary, and 
That No Nation Ought 
to Have Any Special Po- 
sition in the League. 


Paris, March 19.—The American 
delegation, it is said, plans to ac- 
amend- 
ments to the league of nations cove- 
nant. Secretary of State Lansing 
will preside over the meeting of 
delegates of neutral nations Thurs- 
day to hear their views on the situa- 
tion. 

It is expected that the league of 
nations commission will tben reas- 
semble and perfect the amendments 
and that .the completed covenant 
will then be attached to the peace 
treaty. 

The following sub-committee has 
been named to meet the representa- 
tives of neutral countries for a dis- 
cussion of the league of nations: 

Leon Bourgeois, France: Lord 
Robert Cecil, Great Britain; Elipthe- 
rios Venizelos, Greece; Paul Hy- 
mans, Belgium; Colonel FE.

the United States, and Dr. M. R. 
Vesnitch, Serbia. 


MONROE DOCTRINE 
PERFECTLY SAFE, 
SAYS LORD CECIL 


Paris, March 19.—Inclusion of the 
league of nations covenant in the 
preliminary peace treaty will net 
delay the signing of the treaty 
which, it isghoped, will be accom- 
plished within two weeks, said Lord 
Robert Cecil, of Great Britain, talk- 
ing to British and American news- 
paper correspondents. He said three 
amendments to the covenant had 
been submitted, but added he was 
“sure there will be no difficulty in 
meeting all legitimate objections.” 

Monroe Doctrine Strengthened. 

Discussing the Monroe doctrine 
and the effect of the league of na- 
tions upon it, Lord Rebert said: 

“The Monroe doctrine is strength- 
ened by the league of nations cove- 
nant, because international action 
will be carried out by the organs of 
the league, The United States wil! 
be represented on each body, and 
since these bodies are international, 
no action can be taken without the 
cons°™t of all. No action can be 
taken by the league which ‘is op- 
posed to the United States govern- 
ment unless such action should be 


| against the United States itself and 


that would affect the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

“If, on the other hand, the view 
is that there ought to be a com- 
plete and watertight division  be- 


, tween the American continent and 


the rest of the world then, no doubt, 
any action in which America takes 
part would be an infringement of 
the Monroe doctrine. For my part, 
I should regard any such doctrine 
as disastrous to the future of the 
world. The war left the United

America cannot afford to say that 
she has no interest in what goes on 
in Europe. If she did, she would be 
false to the world at large and to 
herself. 

Inclusion of Doctrine Not Likely. 

‘If the Monroe doctrine means 
as I believe it does, that there ought 
to be no interference with affairs 
on the American continent by Euro- 
pean powers, without the consent of 
the United States, then I say that 
the doctrine is strengthened by the 
league of nations.”’ 

Lord Robert’s statement was in 
answer to a query if the Monroe 
doctrine might be reaffirmed in the 
covenant. He said that much had 
been said about the Monroe doctrine, 
but declared that he doubted if it 
was wise to put any one power ina 
special position in the league. 

Asked if the covenant might pro- 
vide for race equality, Lord Robert 
said that this could not be done 
without interfering with the inter- 
nal affairs of various nations, which 
would violate the principles of the 
league. 

Regarding the voluntary with- 
drawal of any nation from the 
league, Lord Robert pointed out that 
there was much to be said on both 
sides of the question. 

German Armament Terms. 

The military terms of the treaty 
of peace have been amended by the 
elimination of the clause providing 
for the control of Germany’s arma- 
ment for an indefinite period. Ad- 
miral W. S. Benson, of the United 
States navy, pointed out that the 


original terms committed the United 


States to a virtually indefinite occu-

As amended, the terms provide for 
control through the time fixed for 
the delivery of materials ofr war, 
guns and ships, but not through the 
period are. which war damages 
will be paid by Germany. 

The commission on international 
waterways, ports and railroads of 
the peace conference decided today 
to recommend to the conference that 
Switzerland should be given the nav- 
igating facilitis on the Rhine for 
which she has made demand. 

Premier Lloyd-George was asked 
by President Wilson, Premier Clem- 
enceau and Premier Orlando to post- 
pone his return to London, and has 
decided to remain in Paris until the 
draft of the treaty of peace is con- 
cluded. This announcement was 
made officially today. 


LABOR COMMISSION 
REACHES AGREEMENT. 


Paris, March 19.—The commission 
on internationa@l labor legislation 
held probably its last meeting to- 
day when it reached an agreement 
on all points at issue, The American 
contention that each country should 
settle its internal labor problems 
without invoking the power of the 
league of nations prevailed. 

The following official communi- 
cation regarding the meeting was 
issued this evening: 

“The twenty-eighth and twenty- 
ninth meeting of the committee on 
international labor legislation took 
place today under the ptresidency of 
Mr. Gompers. The spécial sub-com- 
mittee appointed to find a solution 
for the difficulties which have aris- 
en in regard to the application of 
labor conventions by certain feder- 
al states presented a report syggest- 
ing a soluffon, which was adopted 
by the commission. 

“The final reading of the British 
draft convention for the ‘establish- 
ment of a permanent organization 
for international labor legislation 
and the draft con- 
vention as amended was adopted by 
the commission for submission to 
the peace conference. 

“The commission then continued 
the discussion of the labor clauses 
to be recommended for inclusion in 
the treaty of peace.”

PLANNING TO LOWER 
COMMODITY PRIGKS 


Washington, March  19.—Initial 
steps toward bringing about a re- 
duction of prices and stabilization 
of the basic commodities were tak- 
en today at a conference of repre- 
sentatives of the steel industry with 
the department of commerce recent- 
ly organized industrial board. The 
steel men, headed by E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the American “ron and 
Stee] institute, met with the board 
and later held a separate confer- 
ence. Another meeting with the 
board will be held tomorrow. 

The attitude of the steel manu- 
facturers toward the board’s pro 
posals was not announced. The 
board, however, in a statement is- 
sued after the joint conference, said 
that while “an actual decision on a 
lowered scale of prices” had not 
been reached, “satisfactory progress 
had been made.” Chairman Peek, 
of the board, was quoted as say- 
ing the steel men had shown an en- 
tire willingness “to co-operate in 
making effective any program that 
will hasten the return to normal 
conditions.” 

When the forenoon meeting ad- 
journed it was understood that an- 
other joint conference would be held 
during the ady. Chairman Peek 
was notified by manufacturers late 
in the day, however, that confer- 
ences among the steel representa- 
tives had continued so late that the 
joint conference would have to be 
postponed until tomorrow. 

Members of the board said there 


was nothing significant in the can-. 


celling of the afternoon conference, 
as it was to be expected that the 
steel men would need time to dis- 
cuss among themselves an “entirely 
new proposition,” It wms generally 
understood that the factor of labor 
costs entered largely into the dis- 
cussion by the manufacturers of the 
board’s proposals for stabilization 
of the industry and possibly reduc- 
tion of prices. 

The statement issued by the board 
follows: 

“After meeting with leaders of 
the iron and steel industry, repre- 
senting approximately ninety per 
cent of the country’s production, the 
industrial board gnnounced this aft- 
ernoon that satisfactory progress 
had been made, but that a final 
decision on a lowered scale of prices 
would not be reached until after full 
consideration of all phases of the 
subject.”

Washington, March 19.—Reports of

criticism in eastern Siberia of the 
operations of the American military 
forces. there. 

The reports, it was learned, came 
from both American diplomatic and 


military representatives in Siberig | 


and instances of the feeling were 


cited. Officials of the state depart- 


ment, it was said, however, have 
thoroughly approved the conduct of 
the American forces under Major 
General William S. Graves. 

Instructions were issued to Gen- 
eral Graves before he went to Si- 
beria, it was learned, to avoid care- 
fully any act which would commit 
the United States government to 
either side in any factional troubles. 
These instructions, it was said, have 
been repeated from time to time, 
and strict observance of them by 
the American commander has arous- 
ed some of the hostility. 

Hostility Charged to Japanese. 

Much of the hostility in Vliadivo- 
stok toward Americans is attributed 
in well informed circles here to the 
activity of Japanese agents. It has 
been reported that about three 
weeks ago a Japanese publicity 
agent arrived in Viadivostok. With- 
in a few days, these reports say, ar- 


ticles began appearing in the news- 


telling of widespread |

| troops to Viadivostok, Japan sent 
| 72,000. The willingness of the peace 
| party in Japan to co-operate has 
| been shown, according to these re- 
| ports, by the decision of the party 
' when it went into power recently 
| to withdraw some of these troops. 
Unceasing disputes and warfare 
| between the various Siberian fac- 
| tions, each with its appeal for allied 
| support, also has been the cause of 
the ill-feeling, it was said today. 
General Graves, in accordance with 
his instructions, has avoided favor- 
ing any party or faction. These 
instructions, it was said at the 
state department, embodied the ob- 
jects for which American troops 
were sent to Vliadivostok. These 
objects were set forth as solely to 
protect military stores in that city 
and vicinity, to render whatever aid 
they could to the Czecho-Slovaks, 
whose assistance to the allied na- 
tions during the war was fully ap- 
preciated by the United States, and 
to protect the Siberian railroad. 

Intervened to Prevent Slaughter. 


Deserters and mutineers of the 
Semenoff and Horvath forces have 
appealed to General Graves for pro- 
tection, it was said, while those re- 
maining loyal to these two generals 
also herd asked for assistance in 
handling the situation. General 
Graves has intervened only to save 
unarmed men from slaughter with- 
out provocation. 

It is fully understood by offi-

Sergeant Richmond Hil- 
ton Sees Nothing Re- 
markable in Killing Six 
Germans and Capturing 
Ten in a Machine Gun 
Nest. 


Sergeant Richmond Hilton, the 
South Carolina hero, who will this 
afterngon be presented with a 
medal of honor by Major General 


Henry G. Sharpe, commanding gen- 
eral of the southeastern division of 
the war department, says that he 
cannot see anything remarkable 
about his conduct in the town of 
Brancourt, France, where he in- 
vaded a machine gun nest and sin- 
gle-handed killed six Germans and 
captured ten, for which action the 
medal is to be rewarded. 

‘I do not think anyone should be 
lauded so highly for any such ac- 
tion,” said the hero when asked 
about the occurrence Wednesday. 
“After a fellow goes over the top 
he knows nothing but get Germans 
and should not be especially praised 
for what takes place. It was all a 
horrid dream that day when I walk- 
ed like a mad man into the den of 
Germans. Any other fellow situated 
just as I was would have done the 
same thing. 

“My infantry, which was the 
118th, had captured the town of 
Brancourt after some hard fighting. 
The entire town had been reduced 
to a mere pile of brick and ashes. 
From the outskirts of town the 
Germans were still sending a har- 
assing fire among our men. I saw 
the fire coming from the shell hole 
at the edge of the city. 

‘Feeling sure that we could soon 
silence this nest, I explained the 
matter to several of my comrades. 
I advanced ahead of them, firing my 
rifle as I ran, and soon learned that 
all of my ammunition was exhaust- 
ed. The only weapon I had left 
}was @ revolver. In the attack six 
Huns fell and the next thing I knew 
'ten of the enemy stood before me 
crying ‘kamerad.’ 

“To my surprise they really meant 
what they said. During the en- 
counter.

FEDERAL RAIL CONTROL 


ROUSES MACON FOLK ATTACKED BY POMERENE 


Chicago, March 19.—Senator Pom- 
erene, of Ohio, a democratic member 
of the senate interstate commerce 
committee, speaking here tonight be- 
fore the American Railway Engi- 
neers’ society, opposea extending the 
period of government control over 


the railroads beyond the twenty-one 
months provided by congress. He 
asserted the proposed five-year ex- 
tension was urged only for the pur- 
pose of experimentation. 

Senator Pomerene also urged ear- 
ly restoration of the functions of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
with increased powers and the fix- 
ing by comgress of a fair standard 
return upon the capital invested for 
the railroads. 

“Government control,” he assert- 
ed, “was intended for war purposes 
and it ought not to be continued for 
peace purposes, unless some assured, 
not speculative or conjectural, ad- 
vantage can be gained thereby. 

“I submit the principles of com- 
mon honesty suggest this property, 
which does not belong to the gov- 
ernment and which does not belong 
to Mr. Hines (director general), 
should be given back to the owners 
within a reasonable time, and then 
if the people of the country have 
sufficient confidence in government 
ownership to try it, let us pass the 
necessary legislation confiscating 
this property and pay for it as an 
honest government ought to pay for 
it. But we cannot afford to take 
five years to evolve plans and while 
we are evolving the plans to keep 
in the government’s possession prop- 
erty which was turned over to it as 
a war measure for the purpose of 
experimentation.” 

Senator tPomerene criticised the 
railroad administration for ignoring 
the interstate commerce commission 
in rate making and for what he call- 
ed ‘“‘reprehensible” orders setting 
aside laws. 

“Not one of them,” declared the 
senator in referring to the admin- 
istration’s orders, “‘was issued out 
of regard for the convenience of 
the public. Not one of them helped 
to win the war. All of them aided 
in arousing a spirit of discontent 
among the people. I deny the direc- 
tor general had the power to issue 
these orders repealing statutes, but 
if he had the power, right policy 
should have forbidden. it.” 

Without doubting that the money 
was needed, Senator Pomerene said 
in ordering the 25 per cent freight 
rate increase more time should have 


been given to permit shippers to| 


adjust their business to meet the 
This increase, he said, was 
a good thing for. the railroads, but 
it resulted in the bankruptcy of 
many people.

| Decatur Boy Guards Germans 


TO BE VACCINATED 


Dr. J. P. Kennedy Warns 
People of Prevalence of 
Smallpox in City and of 


Necessity for Preventa- 


tive. 


Warning the people of the preva- 
lence of smalipox in the city, and 
urging them to use measures to 
prevent its further spread, Dr. J. 
P. Kennedy, health officer of At- 
lanta, asks that every man, woman 
and child in the city be vaccinated 
at once, provided they have net al- 
ready been successfully innoculated 
with the virus that renders the body 
immune from the dread and loath- 
some disease. 

“There are 65 cases now in the 
two hospitals of the city, the white 
and the negro institutions,” said Dr. 
Kennedy, “and there was one death 
from the disease last Monday. ,.In 
every instance those who contract 
ihe disease have either been unsuc- 
cessfully vaccinated, or have not 
been vaccinated at all. There is no 
question as to the efficacy of the 


vaccine, when properly used, and if 
the points are not inert from some 
cause, there is no reason why the 
Vaccination should not take, or why 
it should be dangerous to any one.” 

Dr. Kennedy declared that out of 
many cases of smallpox that have 
been handled in the city, there were 
only three cases where vaccination 
had been done, and that in each of 
these cases the vaccination proved 
unsuccessful, or did not “take,” as 
many people express it. 

’ Good for Lifetime. 

“How long will a _ vaccination 
render one immune,” Dr. Kennedy 
was asked, and he replied that it 
should immune the patient for life, 
provided the vaccination was suc- 
cessful and a@ good scar produced. 

“What should be done in cases 
where people have been repeatedly 
vaccingted and it failed to take?” 
he was asked. 

“In that case I advise as did the 
old adage, ‘If at first you don’t 
succeed, try, try again,’” answered 
the health officer, and he declared 
he had known of instances in which 
people had been vaccinated’ six 
times before it ‘“‘took.” 

“There is no danger in the intro- 
duction of the smallpox virus into 
the system,” declared Dr. Kennedy, 
“axcept in cases svhere the wound 
is not properly ;treated before or 
after the operation, or in cases 
where the vaccine might become in- 
fected from some other source. It 
has proven to be a blessing to mane- 
kind, lessening the number of cases 
of the loathsome disease, and bring- 
ing down the death rate from it to 
# most remarkable extent. 

“T urge the people to at once at- 
tend to this matter, because they 
are in danger if they do not. The 
bringing of laundry in from the 
homes of colored people to the resi- 
dences of white people, and hun- 
dreds of other ways the disease may 
be caused to spread, and the only 
way to prevent an epidemic in this 
city is for every one who has not 
been vaccinated to have it done 
at once.” 


No Excuse for Disease. 


“There is no excuse for the pres- 
ence of this disease, for science has 

roven beyond a doubt that it can 

e utterly stamped out by the in- 
oculation method, and it’s up to 
the people to do it.” 

Vaccination should be compulsory 
in the interest of the general good, 
eays a prominent physician, who 
declares the people of Atlanta 
should not be subjected to the dan- 

er of a disease like smallpox when 
t can be so easily and so certainly 
prevented. 

Dr. Kennedy declared that the 
cases of smallpox now prevalent in 
Afianta are of a very mild type, 
but that in the instgance of a young 
woman, who worked in a store of 
the city, who went home with a 
mild type of the disease, her brother 
contracted it in a confluent form, 
and died within a few days. 

“We should take every precau- 
tion,” said Dr. Kennedy, “and while 
I do not regard the situmtion as 
alarming,” I feel that we should 
stamp it out before ai possible 
spread could get started over the 


city.’ 

Dr. Kennedy is urging all doctors 
in the city to make immediate re- 
ports when cases of smallpox, or 
other communicable diseases are 
found, and he declared that he will 
enforce the law with reference to 
that requirement, making cases 
against physicians who fail, refuse 
or neglect to report dangerous 
maladies.

Dr. Noboru Ishida, Japanese psy- 
chiatrist, on trial for the murder of 
Dr, George B. Wolff, was sane on 
February 13 last when the mambers 
of the state lunacy commission vis- 
ited him was the _ report of that 
body at the trial today. While the 
board held the Japanese sane, the 
members refused to testify as ex- 
pert alienists, and would not testify 
as to mental status of the Japanese 
before that period.

Talk of ‘‘Self Determina- 
tion” and Japanese Cru- 
elty Responsible — Dr. 
Soper, Just From Orient, 


Describes Situation.

| revolution in Korea was described 


today as “wildfire agitation by a 
people as yet unfit for 
ernment,” by the Rev. Dr. E. D. 
Soper, a professor in Drew Theolog- 


ical seminary here, who has just 


returned from a seven months’ tour | 


of the Far East, part of which he 
spentin Korea. Dr. Soper was him- 
self born in the Orient, the son of 
a Methodist missionary. 

He was of the opinion that not- 
withstanding mistakes in Japanese 
rule and abuses of power by some 
of the Japanese in the country, the 
Koreans were better off morally, 
physically and economically under 
Japanese control than when they 
were independent. He said the Ko- 
reans “were yet children,” while the 
Japanese were “adolescents.” 

What the Koreans complained of 
as misrule he attributed to the in- 
aptitude of the Japanese in handling 
a big and delicate problem and not 
to any willful desire to injure or 
exploit the Koreans. Many influ- 
ential Koreans, he said, favor Japa- 
nese control, but they are not in 
the majority. 

“Self-Determination” the Trouble. 

One of the chief causes of the 
uprising, according to Dr. Soper, 
is the widespread talk of “self-de- 
termination for small nations,” fos- 
tered by agitators. Severity of 
Japanese rule, backwardness of the 
Koreans in accepting modern cus- 
toms, introduction of the Japanese 
language in the Korean schools, 
death of former Emperor Yi Heui,

the Japanese all over Korea, and the 
maladministration vernality of some 
of the Japanese judges sent to Ko- 
rea in 1910 at the time of the occu- 
pation were mentioned by Dr. Soper 
as other causes. 

These judges, he said, failed to 
curb the activities of many Japan- 
ese “freebooters,” who went to the 
Hermit Kingdom when the Tokio 
government assumed control. 

Many of the early day evils were 
remedied, however, and the Koreans 
were becoming reconciled to the 
new sovereignty when the war broke 
out, The coming of peace and the 
talk of agitators, he said, made them 
restive, particularly in northern Ko- 
rea, where discontent and the clam- 
or for independence became most 
pronounced. 

Korea a Daggar Againt Japan. 

“Korea is a potential dagger 
pointing at the heart of Japan,” said 
Dr. Soper. “If Japan had not occu. 
pied Korea in 1910, Russia would 
have done so, and that would have 
meant a severe blow to Japan's 


trade and industry. It would have 
cut off a large part of the iron ore 
upon which the empire so greatly 
depends. The occupation of Korea 
by Japan was inevitable, but it has 
actually lifted the country from ig- 
norance and poverty to civilization 
and prosperity. 

“The idea of self-determination 
nations, combined with 
the recent death of Yi Heui, the 
former emperor, who was made a 
Japanese prince when he was de- 
posed, is what is causing the chief 
trouble. When the ex-emperor died 
on January 23 last, Korean women 
wailed for days at the palace gates. 
This was aggravated by a report 
Heui had committed sui-

“It’s Up to theWomen Now,” 
Declares Suffrage Editor 


By Isma Dooly 


To shirk the privileges and rights of suffrage because it is going 


‘to bring her greater responsibilities would be a selfish attitude for a 


twentieth century woman to take on the suffrage question, but she 
should be made aware now of what those greater responsibilities mean. 
They are going to exist not merely in the political side of things, but in 
every phase of national activity in which woman is a participant, di- 


rectly or indjrectly. 


I was very much surprised to hear a clever woman argue the other 
day that there would be no need for women’s organizations after women 
had the right to vote on all matters, and that she, therefore, was not a 
member of any woman’s organization. 

Fortunately, there was a woman leader present, who could convince 
her of her error, and who proved that there would be greater need for 
the well-regulated woman’s organization than ever before. 

“How ean women study, investigate and know what is best for 
them, the schools and the other public institutions, unless they~ meet 
to discuss those matters and post themselves about conditions,” she 


argued. 


“How can women unite for the support of some necessary reforma- 


‘tive measure unless there is the organization, through which they can 


work, and how can they know what their own interests need and are 


unless they have some medium through which to investigate? 


There 


are certain problems which are always going to be left more or less to 


women to solve. 


Among these may be mentioned the strictly domestic 


matters which relate to home, and to certain industries which once 
were carried on exclusively in the home, but which now have been 


transferred to the outside institution. 


In line with these domestic 


matters are those which hinge on domestic labor, its compensation and 


direction. 


Women will always have to direct this force, and they will 


have to be equipped and finally organized to accomplish it, no matter 
how great an assistance outside institutions may seem to be proving 
| to be, and the co-operative home plan pushed. 


Thoughtful people are already anticipating this false idea. 


Many 


women may hold that universal suffrage may relieve them of many 
responsibilities, especially those which relate to the home. 

The editor of The Independent Magazine, always an advocate of 
| woman’s suffrage, very frankly discourses on this subject in a recent
